Government hereby makes the. following scheme further to amend the Emergency 
Risky (Goods) Insurance Scheme published w ; tb the notification of the Government 
of India In the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue & Insurance) 
No. S.O. 5483. dated the 10th December, 1971. namely: — 

(1) This S'-heme may be called the Emergency Risks (Goods) Insurance 

(Third Amendment) Scheme, 1972. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of October, 1972.

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(h) in 'bo case of all new policies including supplementary policies to the 
existing ones, be at the rate of sir paise for every hundred rupees or 
any part thereof of the sum insured.”

(1) This Scheme may be called the Emergency Risks (Undertakings) Insurance 

(Third Amendment) Scheme, 1972. 

(2) It shall come Into force on the 1st day of October, 1972. 
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2. In the Emergency Risks (Undertakings) Insurance Scheme, lor BUb-paragraph 
(1) of paragraph 8, the following sub-paragraph shall be substituted, namely: — 

■•(1) The premium payable under any policy of Insurance In respect of the 
quarter ending on the 31st day of December, 1972, shall,— 

(a) in respect, of a policy of insurance in force on the 30th September, 1972, 

be nil; 

(b) In the case ol all new policies, Including supplementary policies to the 

existing ones, be at the rate of ten paise for every hundred rupees 
or any part thereof of the sum Insured.”
